Count von Waldersee’s proposal which 
General Wogaek declined to entertain 
was that the disputed territory he turn­ 
ed over to a neutral guard, the Russians 
and British simultaneously withdraw­ 
ing, pending a legal investigation of 
the questions involved, 
General Wogaek made the following 
statement: 
“ The question over which we unhap­ 
pily are at odds is not whether the dis­ 
puted ground belongs to us or the Chi­ 
nese government or to the railway com­ 
pany but whether the English will make 
good their trespass. 
“ At the time the British attempted 
to take possession ih<* ground was pro­ 
tected by Russian flags and a clearly de­ 
limitate^ boundary of stone. Their flags 
were overturned and thrown away by a 
j working party of Bengal pioneers aud 
coolies who went on with their wrork 
’ until driven off by our guards. When

Leavenworth, March 20.—Two hun­ 
dred and eightv-fonr convicts in tho 
mine at the state penitentiary at Guis­ 
ing mutinied Monday, Heiled the lo 
guard*, stopped work and took complete 
Ilion of the mine. The convicts 
guards a# hostage* for the en­ 
forcement of ‘heir demands f »r lighter 
work and better food. 
As many of the 
convicts are life term murderers, there 
wa - fear for the safety of th" guards. 
It appears, however, that ii > violence 
was offered, the convicts merely going 
on a strike. 
At Odin Tuesday night Guard Mr- 
Shane, one of the 15 hostages, was hoist­ 
ed to the top, th 
striking convicts per- j 
initting it because of his being sick. j 
He reported that the prisoners had 
been carotol to avoid any ti dent act. 
Methane said the other guards were in 
good condition and would hold out as 
Ion gas the cm viers were mutinous. 
Out convict, not in sympathy with 
the strike, w*as hoisted out yesterday 
afternoon. 
When the cage was half 
the distance from the shait the pris­ 
oner was forced to climb 40 feet, up 
the shaft timbers to reach the top. 
The convict said the men in the mine 
hail had nothing to eat since noon Mon­ 
day except some co-n coffee which was 
made from ecru flint was used to feed 
the mules in the mine.
